What did families do at Christmas 
before DVDs, PlayStation and Wii? 

On on Dec. 6, Christmas circa 1850 
will be just a short drive away when 
Christmas returns to Marshville Village. 

Marshville’s Christmas in the Village 
is a chance to step back in time and 
enjoy the type of holiday celebration 
that pioneers and early settlers enjoyed. 

Margaret Robertson, co-organizer of 
the annual event, said Marshville’s 
Christmas in the Village affords families 
an opportunity to celebrate the season 
in “an old-fashioned way.” The event 
began as a way to say thank you to the 
volunteers who help out during Marsh¬ 
ville Heritage Festival, which is held 
each Labour Day weekend. 

These days, Christmas in the Village 
draws about 1,000 people to the heri¬ 
tage village. 

While the event is free, donations to 
help maintain the village are accepted 
in the PI Hall. 

During the day, visitors are treated to 
apple cider over an open fire and an 
old-fashioned Christmas concert with 
the Marshville Heritage Choir in the 
schoolhouse. 

There will be a sing-along in the 
church with the Peace River Band, a 
live nativity scene and strolling carol- 
lers. The blacksmith shop will be open 
and Santa’s workshop wUl receive visi¬ 
tors throughout the afternoon. 

“It would be nice if there is a little 
snow — but not too much,” Robertson 
said. “We get a pretty good turnout, 
more if the weather is nice.” 

Robertson said Christmas in the Vil¬ 
lage has been going on for about 16 
years and the theme is Christmas in the 
1850s. 

The event would not be possible 
without the help of volunteers, who 
spend about a month planning and 
getting ready for the afternoon outing, 
she said. 

“Robertson said there is an “elegant” 
appeal to the event. 

There will be homemade soup, wild 
rice and Christmas pudding and tea, 
hot chocolate and gingerbread will be 
served in the PI Hall. 

Robertson said the afternoon outing 
is like a living history lesson and offers 
a glimpse of what it was like for our 
ancestors to celebrate Christmas. 

The village will open at 1 p.m. and 
will remain open until 4:30 p.m. Marsh¬ 
ville Heritage Village is located in the 
heart of Wainfleet, near the Wainfleet 
Arena.

Estimates for sports centre costs 
seem way out in left field 


There is something puzzling about 
the multi-use centre costs. 

Doing web searches on the cost per 
square foot area for this construction, 
the numbers appear to be wrong. The 
cost calculates to $212.14 per square 
foot area, which is far greater than the 
$157 per square foot area for similar 
construction elsewhere. 

Since the citizen taxpayer foots the 
bill for this, it is suggested that coun¬ 
cil do its own web searches in future 
to determine the actual costs of build¬ 
ing this type of centre. Or has the city 
bundled in overrun costs in the esti-

information is free in the public 
domain?

There are also details of cost-saving 
measures which are applicable to 
Port’s project. 


Port’s councillors keep talking 
about getting the best bang for the 
taxpayers’ buck Estimates 35% in 
excess of similar projects elsewhere 
certainly do not meet that criteria. 

How is it that citizens can access 
information on the web and yet Port’s 
councillors obviously can’t? Why else 
would they be so mild in their protes¬ 
tations of the cost increases? 

There are many competent citizens 
in Port who could do at least as good a 
ob in estimating project costs at far 
ess dollars than hiring consultants 
who don’t seem to be able to get it 
right in the first place. Why doesn’t the 
city advertise locally for bids on such 
things? It does it for everything else 
from sidewalk maintenance to clean¬ 
ing ditches, why not for project esti- 

Lastly, why does Port need a larger 
multi-use centre than a city with more 
than two times Port’s population?

Cypress: 
It’s over

T he window of opportunity actu¬ 
ally slammed shut in 2004, when 
Greek-Cypriot voters over¬ 
whelmingly rejected a United Nations 
plan to reunite the divided island of 
Cyprus. A week later, the Greek- 
Cypriot government was allowed to 
join the European Union anyway, 
while the Turkish-Cypriots, who had 
voted in favour of the reunification 
plan, were frozen out. But some 
people just won’t give up. 

A year ago, with new leadership on 
both sides, the Greek- and Turkish- 
Cypriots embarked on another round 
of talks aimed at reunifying the island. 
As late as this September, Alexander 
Downer, the UN secretary-general’s 
special adviser on Cyprus, said that 
“what you have here are two leaders 
who are very committed to a success¬ 
ful outcome.” But good intentions are 
not enough. 

Dimitris Christofias, the Greek- 
Cypriot president, and Mehmet Ali 
Talat, his Turkish-Cypriot counterpart, 
are old friends, and they both genu¬ 
inely want to put the country back 
together, but they have made little 
progress. After 50 meetings, time is 
running out. There will be elections in 
the “Turkish Republic of Northern 
Cyprus” (TRNC) in April, and the new 
president there is likely to be hostile 
to reunification. 

Last time, in 2004, it was the Greek- 
Cypriot president who persuaded the 
voters on his side of dividing line to 
reject the UN proposal. There are 
bound to be times when one side or 
the other is led by somebody who 
wants to die in the last ditch. But 
there are also bound to be intervals, 
like the present one, when the leaders 
on both sides are in favour of unifica- 

So why talk of windows of opportu¬ 
nity shutting? Even if it doesn’t 
happen now, surely it will happen 
sooner or later. Alas, not necessarily. 

Geopolitical realities normally 
change as slowly as the continents 
drift, but the tectonic plates are now 
moving fast in the eastern Mediterra¬ 
nean. The chance of Turkey ever join¬ 
ing the European community is now 
shrinking rapidly towards zero — and 
without the incentive of that goal, 
why would Ankara ever force the 
Turkish population of North Cyprus 
back into a union with the Greek- 
dominated Republic of Cyprus?

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No chance for united Cyprus 


The current obstacle to EU membership for 
Turkey, which first applied to join 22 years ago 
and has been an official candidate for the past 
decade, is the opposition of the German, Aus¬ 
trian and French governments. They are all con¬ 
servative governments that believe a Muslim- 
majority country has no place in what they still 
see as a “Christian” Europe. 

That is ugly nonsense, but not necessarily a 
deal-breaker: those governments will probably 
be replaced one day by others that take a more 
relaxed view of religious differences. After all, a 
clear majority of EU citizens are not interested 
in religion at all. Greece and the Republic of 
Cyprus would also veto Turkish membership 
today, but a deal between the two Cypriot com¬ 
munities would obviously remove that road¬ 
block. 

If anti-Muslim prejudice were the only obsta¬ 
cle to Turkey's entry, then it could still become a 
EU member one of these days, but the tectonic 
shift is not driven by whoever is in power today 
in Paris, Berlin or Vienna. It is driven by a grow¬ 
ing concern in the EU that global warming is 
going to generate huge numbers of desperate 
refugees in Africa and the Middle East — “cli¬ 
mate refugees” who will end up trying to get into 
Europe. 

Never mind if this is just, or even if it is an 
accurate vision of the future. If this view comes 
to prevail in the EU, the main question 
becomes: where do we hold the line 
against waves of climate refugees? 

Should we try to control the current 
frontier along the eastern borders of 
Greece and Bulgaria (about 300 km, 

175 miles), or bring Turkey into the EU 
and try to control 1,100 km (750 miles) 
of borders with Syria, Iraq, Iran, ‘ 
nia and Georgia? Not rocket scit 


Unless it is overwhelmed by climate 
change, Turkey will be all right outside 
the EU. It will overtake Germany in 
population within a decade, and it 
already has a higher per capita income 
than several Eastern European i 


bers of the EU. Turkey was a second-rank great 
power until the end of the 19th century, and it is 
likely to be back in that role by the mid-21st. 

But if that is the role TUrkey will be playing in 
another generation, why would it want to with¬ 
draw its troops from North Cyprus and push the 
Turkish-Cypriots into a single state with the 
Greek-Cypriots now? Why would the Turkish- 
Cypriots themselves want to resume their place 
as an unloved minority in a Greek-run state, 
rather than retain their own state in close asso¬ 
ciation with the rising regional great power? 

The reply to that question 10 years ago would 
have been: because TUrkish-Cypriots are so 
poor. But the past decade has seen very rapid 
economic growth in North Cyprus. The gulf in 
living standards between the two parts of the 
island has dramatically narrowed, so reunifica¬ 
tion no longer seems the only escape from pov¬ 
erty to TUrkish-Cypriots. 

This is not the last chance for the reunification 
of Cyprus; 2004 was. Greek-speaking Cyprus is 
prosperous and secure, Turkish-speaking Cyprus 
is approaching the same state, and Turkey itself 
no longer has an incentive to support the cre¬ 
ation of a reunified, federal state in Cyprus. 

Partition is permanent. It’s over.

Mountain climbers need the right equipment 
and special boots for traction. They join them¬ 
selves together with ropes.

They need a 
pick axe to not slip and fall to death. They get 
scrapes and bruises but keep going. They accept 
the challenge and rise to the occasion.

a stuffy head, tunny nose, cough, and sore throat, but there are ways to treat these 
symptoms. Fbr children under six, it is best not to use traditional cold medications. 
They don’t work well, and often cause more unwanted side effects than benefit 
Tylenol or Advil should be used to treat fever and help with discomfort. Administer 
plenty of fluids to help loosen congestion. Saline nasal sprays and drops can be 
used to loosen mucus as well as gentle suctioning. A vaporizer in the child's room 
can make breathing easier, but remember to change the water daily to avoid the 
growth of moulds and bacteria. Turn down the heat in the house. Warm dry air can 
be more difficult to breathe and cause irritation. Opening a window in the child's 
room is also helpful. A teaspoon of honey can help settle a cough at night time, 
but don't give to children less than one year of age (they don’t have the proper 
gut flora to protect against possible botulism). Topical rubs such as Vicks vapor rub 
contain menthol, camphor and eucalyptus. They can provide a feeling of being able 
to breathe easier, but they should be applied sparingly and under a shirt to avoid 
contact with eyes and mouth. Camphor should not be used in children under two 
as there are concerns about absorption and liver damage. For adults there are many 
products to choose from. Again, side effects caused by die medication can be worse 
than the cold. All of the non-medicinal suggestions used for kids can also be effective 
for adults. Decongestants like pseudoephedrine, are generally not recommended 
for patients with high bloodpressure. There is a product called Coricidin that does 
help with congestion and is safe for people with high blood pressure. For cough

example would be Drixoral cold and sinus. Naproxen (now available in Canada 
without a prescription) can also help with a cough due to it's anti-inflammatoiy 
properties. Cough syrups with dextromethorphan may help with a cough and 
are generally safe for eveiyone to take. Some syrups have an expectorant in them 
called guaifenesin, which is useful to help loosen mucus. In general it does not 
make much sense to buy a product with both of these ingredients in it. If you want 
to get rid of mucus in your chest, you don’t want an ingredient to suppress your 
cough. Narcotic cough medications work the best to settle a cough but require a 
prescription from your doctor. Make sure you understand what all of the ingredients 
are in your cold medication. Often they will contain Tylenol (acetaminophen) or 
Advil (ibuprofen). You don't want to take more than the recommended doses of 
those medications. However, you do want to take some Tylenol or Advil, they are 
both effective at treating fever and a sore throat. A cold is much different than the 


old-fashioned remedies, cough and cold products, and rest 
much as possible. The flu (especially this year) can be life threatening. It is not 
treatable with over the counter medications. If you suspect you may have the flu, 
you should see a physician. As always the best treatment is prevention. Remember 
to wash your hands thoroughly and stay home if you are sick.

■ CITY PLANNING: Bylaw would permit parking of recreational vehicles in front yards 

Official plan unveiling sparks debate

PORT COLBORNE — The public got its 
first look at a bylaw that could be coming to 
a neighbourhood near you. 

In trying to revisit an old problem, council 
could just end up setting neighbour against 
neighbour. 

A public hearing under the planning act 
was held Monday, Nov. 23 to address the 
problem of parking boats, recreational vehi¬ 
cles and trailers in front yards — on proper¬ 
ties where there is no access to a side yard. 

The new bylaw would permit parking such 
vehicles in front yards as long as they were 
set back 1.5 metres from the property line. 
Parking would only be allowed between May 
1 and Oct. 31. Special conditions would 
apply for corner lots. 

While some residents welcomed the 
changes, others clearly did not. Port Col- 
bome resident Emery Kovach responded by 


letter, complete with photographs showing 
how his view of the neighbourhood is com¬ 
pletely blocked on one side by an RV parked 
next his house. Kovach said despite com¬ 
plaints to the city, nothing has been done to 
uphold the existing bylaw. 

Earlier this year, council set aside enforc¬ 
ing the existing bylaw while staff reviewed 
the issue. 

Karen Munday, a Sugarloaf Ave. resident, 
was also against changes that would allow 
RV parking in front yards to resume. 

Munday said the proposal represented 
“poor planning” on the part of the city. She 
raised safety concerns with respect to 
restricted sight lines when drivers puil out of 
the driveway onto the road. 

Munday said the plan did not take 
enforcement into consideration. She also 
said it is unlikely the city would ever be able 
to prosecute someone in contravention of 
the bylaw or reach a successful outcome in 


Dan Marr, who spoke at the meeting, felt 
the city’s decision to allow the front yard 
parking of recreational vehicles was “a good 
compromise.” 

Currently, residents are not allowed to 
park RV or boats or trailers in their front 

Marr uses his RV and trailer during the 
racing season and stores it off-residence 
during the off-season. He said a lot of locals 
are members of the racing community, but 
as the bylaw is currently structured, he is 
unable to load his trailer at his home without 
breaking the law. 

Marr agreed there should be a setback for 
safety reasons. 

The report will now go back to council 
with a recommendation attached. It will be 
up to council to decide how to address the

‘Nine lives, not 
nine litters’

PORT COLBORNE — The Port Col- 
bome Feral Cat Initiative was in coun¬ 
cil chambers on Monday Nov. 23 look¬ 
ing for a little more scratch. 

Kristi Mallinson-Vogel asked coun¬ 
cil for consideration of another $5,000 
in the city’s 2010 budget deliberations. 
Council granted the group $5,000 in 
2009 to undertake a trap, neuter and 
release program to get control of the 
city’s feral cat population. 

In providing an update Monday 
night, Mallinson-Vogel said the initia¬ 
tive met with great success in the past 
12 months. 

She said a total of 54 cats had been 
trapped and spayed or neutered and 
there are another 74 on the waiting 
list. She said the group was able to 
successfully fundraise more than 
$6,700. 

While most of the funds went to 
veterinary bills, she said current funds 
available total almost $7,000. 

“Cats should have nine lives, not 
nine litters,” Mallinson-Vogel told 
council. 

She said a low-cost spay-neuter 
clinic is key to resolving the problem. 

The group is currently in discus¬ 
sions with Welland and District 
Humane Society to partner on the 
adoption of young, socialized feral 
kittens. The group is also hoping to 
partner with a pet food manufacturer 
to help with the cost of feeding the 
feral cat colonies. 

Ward 4 Coun. Barb Butters, who has 
been supportive of the program, 
thanked the group for its commit¬ 
ment over the past year. 

“What they said they would do, they 
have done,” Butters said. “People have 
stepped forward and are care taking 
the colonies. We are getting a handle 
on it. If we did nothing, the costs 
would rise exponentially." 

Butters said investing in the feral 
cat initiative is the surest way to fight 
the rising cost of animal control.

Other breeds prefer to be indoors and rest 
most of the time. They don’t want a lot of activ¬ 
ity. Some breeds need a lot of personal care, 
which can become expense, while others are low 
maintenance dogs. 

Find out which breeds are great with kids and 
elderly family members. Also find out what 
breeds are not good with kids or strangers. 

Some dogs can live nicely with other dogs in 
the house, while others are better off and better 
suited to be the only dog. 

Weather conditions can affect many breeds. 
Some don’t do well outside if it is too hot, too 


side 


cold, too wet or too windy. Other breeds don’t 
care what the weather is like, as long as they get 
to go out for a walk or run daily. 

A great many breeds look really beautiful as 
pictured in the dog books. But it takes hours of 
work grooming these dogs to look that way. 
Many of these breeds need to see a professional 
groomer every two months to keep them look¬ 
ing good. If a breed may be too much work or 
lense, you may choose to pass on it and con- 
er another lower maintenance breed. 

All breeds of dogs have inherited health prob¬ 
lems. Some of these problems may be minor but 
others may be life-threatening problems, so 
check carefully. Find out what die problems are 
for the breeds that you are interested in. 

Each breed also has diseases that are common 
for that breed. Again, some may be serious 
while others are small problems. 

So, do your homework and find out first 
before buying. If you are told by a breeder that 
their dogs have no problems, don’t buy there. 

Move on and find a breeder that will be honest 
with you and tell the good, the bad and every¬ 
thing else.
